Midway of the battle line south of 
the Somme around Roye, there has been 
little fighting. the allied commander 
évidently reasoning: that with both 
wings of his offensive—near Arras and 
Soissone—working smoothly in the 
movement which is likely to compel the 
Germans to seek refuge behind the old 
Hindenburg line, ground will soon have 
to be given here automatically in order 
to save large numbers of men, guns 
and supplies from capture. 

With the continuation of the French 
drive from the Matz river around the 
bend in the line to the north of Sois- 
sons, the Germans, still within the 
lower portion of the old salient, ap- 
parently are on dangerous ground. The 


French are still busily engaged in 


their drive in this region. They have 
crossed the Mivette river near Evri- 
court, and at several other points have 
forded the Ailette and the Oise north 
of Soissons are standing east of Bag- 
neux, and to the west of Crecy-au- 
Mont. A swift turning movement 
across the Oise from the latter region 
would be Ifkely to work havoc with the 
Germans in this sesctor. 

Although the Ameriacns’, at the com- 
mencement of the Somme offensive, 
were brigaded with the British along 
the northern bank of the Somme, no 
mention of their having taken part in 
the fight is made.

ish, simply meant that the Germans 
suffered bigger losses. 

During the night and this morning 
the front upon which the battle was 
being fought yesterday was widened 
appreciably both to the north and the 
south, while the ground in the middle 
between Albert and Beaucourt-sur- 
Ancre, which heretofore had been 
fairly quiet, suddenly was drawn into 
the whirl. 

From the northern edge of the battle- 
field to the south, the situation, at last 
reports, seemed to be as follows: New 
attacks from the River Cojeul and 
south carried the British across the Al- 
bert-Arras railroad embankments. The 
British apparently hold Bory-Becque- 
relle and Boyelles and have passed be- 
yond the Arras-Baupaume road, 

The troops just to the south, who for 
two days had been fighting for and 
afterwards from the embankment, 
stermed forward and reached Hamelin- 
court and are pushing on toward 
Ervillers, St. Leger and Croigilles. 
Airplanes reported that British tanks 
had crossed the road between Ervillers 
and St. Leger, while some infantry was 
reported to be less than a thousand 
yards west of Ervillers some hours ago. 

Germans Decided to Get Out. 

At about that time an airplane re- 
ported that the Germans had disap- 
peared from their positions northwest 
of St. Leger and between that town 
and Hamelincourt, and that the fight- 
ing British found time, in the midst 
of their task, to cheer heartily. 

Apparently the hard-pressed Ger- 
mans, rather than suffer more here, 


their heaviest losses, decided to get 
out. This locality was one of the places 
where the Germans had doutbed their 
strength. : 

The fighting to the south of this re- 
gion began in the night, when strong 
British forces assailed Gomiecourt just 
a few minutes before the Germans had 
anticipated, launching an attack at the 
same place.

800 in the town of Gomiecourt alone,

In this region thirty-three German 
officers and fifteén hundred men of 
other ranks were made prisoner.

The Germans offered heavy resist- 
ance at Chuignolles, but, with the as- 
sistance of tanks the Australians ham- 
mered through the enemy and swept 
on, leaving the town and its environs 
filled with dead Germans. ; 

On the ridge south of this town there 
also was fierce fighting, which almost 
reached the hand-to-hand stage be- 
fore the Australians made it clear to 
the Germans that they were not to be 
stopped or shoved over the ridge and 
onward. 

Just now large numbers of guns are 
roaring away all along the lines. At 
some places they are steadily hammer- 
ing, at others it is rolling up into in- 
tense’ drumfire telling where the fight- 
ing is going on. The German shells 
seem to be coming from long distances. 
Evidently their guns have been moved 
back for safety. The German artil- 
lerymen apparently have not fhe great- 
est confidence in the ability of their 
comrades in the infantry to ward off 
attack delivered against them. 

All day long streams of wounded, 
principally Germans, as well as great 
numbers of enemy prisoners, were 
flowing toward the rear. The day was 
cooler than yesterday and the British 
soldiers were refershed by it. It 
was slightly cloudy, but the air was 
full of British airplanes. A number 
of German planes were shot down over 
the battle front during the dav. each 
3 a cheer from the British. 


Gasoline Cargo Burning. 

Paris, August 23.—Fire broke out last 
night on a barge containing 340 tons of 
gasoline belonging to the American ex- 
peditionary forces. The conflagration 
has burned continuously fourteen hours, 
intermitten explosions being followed 
by clouds of smoke. The fire has at- 


tracted the attention of large crowds 
of Parisians.

Build Wheat Surplus. 


New York, August 23. 
States will share with the allies 


on his arrival here today, en route to 
Washignton, after a visit to England 


and France. 

Asserting that “we have to make 
good.“ a pledge to this effect which 
he has given to the allied food ad- 
ministrators while sitting “at a com- 
mon table in a common cause,” Mr. 
Hoover said, to do so, America will next 
year have to, supply the allies four 
billion pounds of fats, 900,000,000 
pounds of beef products, 500,000,000 
bushels of cereals, and 1,500,000 tons 
of sugar. However, Mr. Hoover add- 
ed, beginning September 1, there will 
be no need for drastic food rationing 
in the allied countries, except in the 
case of sugar and beef. 

Statement by Heover. 

In a statement dealing With his ob- 
‘servations abroad, Mr. Hoover said 
in part: 

“The harvests in France, England 
and Italy are better than one could 
expect in the tremendous drain of 
man power to the front. This is due 
to the women. There is no sight 
im the world that would appeal to the 
American heart as that of the liter- 
ally millions of women doing all the 
work of getting in the harvests while 
their men are at work in the shops and 
driving back the Germans.” 

Of the foodstuffs which America 
must export, Mr. Hoover said: 


transport of the American army and 
for military purposes of the allies, a 
definite amount of tonnage is made 
available for the transport of the pro- 
gram of food for civilian consump- 
tion. The purpose of our European 
food conference has been to determine 
the amount of food upon which health 
and morale can be maintained, and to 
determine the nearest possible sources 
of supply of this food to the allies. 
“Upon North America falls the bur- 
den of food supply. While Canada can 
export 100,000,000 bushels of grain this 
year, the major part of the allied pro- 
gram for next year falls upon us. 
“We have also to feed our own enor- 
mous army. We can do it if we simply 
have the will to live with every econ- 
omy and to waste nothing. 


All Flour to Be Mixed. 


“By the great effort of our farmers 
our United States harvests are better 
this year, but in order that we may 
build up a surplus of wheat this year, 
as against crop failures, such as we 
had last year, we have decided to mix 
20 per cent of other grains with wheat 
flour in all the countries fighting Ger- 
many. We cannot ask for better bread 
than France, and we propose the Amer- 
ican people should maintain a common 
standard of bread with them. 

“Under these arrangements, however, 
the bread situation in the United States 
will be much easier than last year, 
and in allied countries an enormous 
improvement. Bread shipments to the 
allies, comprises 50 per cent of their 
food intake. By supplying them with 
bread and fats in such amounts will 
not necessitate rationing on their side 
we can rest assured that their courage 
and strength in the war will remain 
high during next winter. 

“It will be a bad winter in Europe, 
because coal will be much shorter there 
than even last winter, and the health 
of their populations cannot be main- 
tained if they, in addition, are to be 
also restricted in their allowance of 
bread and fats. Our complete fulfill- 
ment of our last year’s promises in food 
and our assurance to furnish even 
larger supplies this next year, have 
removed from them the least fear of 
hunger. 2 
New Heart in Allies. 


“The German drive and the appre- 
hension of famine last spring brought 
a great deal of discouragement to the 
civilian populations of England, France 
and Italy. The arrival, however, of the 
American army, their instant magnifi- 
cent performance in action, the grad- 
ual overcoming of the submarine with 
the assistance of our navy, together 
with our supplies of all necessary food, 
have put a new heart into the allies. 
Since the war began, I have not seen 
their spirit so high and their determi- 
nation to finish the job as fixed as it 
is today. 
„There is much bitter complaint 
abroad at the prices of our food prod- 
ucts. It is necessary to remember that 
the working people and soldiers’ fam- 
ilies of the allied countries are upon a 
much lower income than our people. 
The average wage is not over $10 per 
week. he government allowance to 
the average soldier’s family is consid- 
erably less than this. American bacon 
at fifty cents per pound is very difficult 
to them. Their governments have 
found it necessary to sell our bread- 
stuffs at a great loss in order to help 
the people out. On the other hand, the 
high wage level in the United States 
renders our production costs higher in 
any event. 

“The only real difficulty in the Unit- 
ed States is sugar, and that is a short- 
age that can not be helped. We can 
not take ships from our army or allies 
and send them to the East Indies to 
fetch us candy and sweet drinks, and 
we will simply have to divide the West 
Indian sugar with the allies and put 
up with what we have. There is, even 
then, enough sugar for the essential 
uses for every one, and much more than 
our friends in Europe have.” 

Mr. Hoover said that, while abroad, 
he had received on all sides hearfelt 
thanks for what the American people 
had done in food conservation during 
the last year.

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UPSHAW'S ADDRES 


‘Meeting Is Featured by 


Touching Scene When 


Veterans of the Civil War 
Take Places on Platform. 


An audience that filled the entire 
bower floor of the Atlanta theater 
greeted Will D. Upshaw, candidate for 
congress from the fifth Georgia district 
last night, and an eloquent address was 
received with applause and enthusi- 
asm. Many ladies were present. 

Mr. Upshaw, who is known to perhaps 
as many people as any man in Atlanta, 
spoke with his chdracteristic eloquence, 
taking up the various planks in his 
platform and discussing them with dig- 
nity and force. He was applauded many 
times for the patriotism of his utter- 
ances, and the big crowd was deeply 
impressed with the address of the 
candidate. 

The speaker of the evening was in- 
troduced by William S. Wier, of DeKalb, 
who made a fine talk, which, though 
brief, was productive of much enthusi- 
asm. His tribute to Mr. Upshaw wae 
applauded by the audience. 

Leng Eulogises Upshaw. 

Ira Long, campaign manager for Mr. 

Upshaw, also spoke preceding the ad- 


a most enthusiastic eulogy of the candi- 
date whose campaign he is managing. 

The drum and bugle corps of the 
Woodmen of the World which volun- 
teered its services to play both during 
the afternoon parade and at the even- 
ing meeting, for Mr. Upshaw, made 
some thrilling music, which was well 
received by the audience. 

Mr. Upshaw refrained from making 
personal references to his opponents,

to Captain Phelps, who was one of the 
party of veterans, and who has aided 
Mr. Upshaw in his campaign, the old 
soldier, wearing his full uniform, arose 
and saluted the speaker with his sword, 

It was announced that Mr. Upshaw 


would speak this afternoon at 4 o’clock 
in the courthouse in Conyers and to- 
night at Bethel schoolhouse, in the 
Sheffield district. Thomas Skipper will 
also speak at both places. 


Mr. Upshaw’s Address. 


Mr. Upshaw, in his usually entertain- 
ing and convincing style, held his audi- 
ence closely for more than an hour. 
His talk was interpsrsed with wit and 
humor, and his intense patriotism many 
times expressed was the subject of 


hearers. 

Before outlining his platform and 
enlarging upon the planks that go to 
make it up, Mr. Upshaw made it plain 
that he was not being dragged into the 
race against his will, but that he had 
an overweening desire to save the Fifth 
district of Georgia from being repre- 
sented in congress by anyone but Will 
D. Upshaw. 

He then told his audience what his 
idea was with reference to the qualifi- 
cations that ought to be possessed by 
a congressman, which include achieve- 
ment, ability, character and energy. 
He invited the audience to compare his 
own characteristics with his opponents, 
and received a cheer denoting the peo- 
ple’s approval. “A great many people 
think that a man must serve in some 
legislative capacity to qualify as a 
candidate for congress,” the speaker 
said, “and others believe that a man 
must either be a lawyer or a politician.” 
He then showed that his life for about 
twenty-five years had been devoted to 
the uplift of humanity, rather than 
playing politics, and left it with the 
audience as to his qualifications. 

His first, and his “chiefest” plank, as 
he described it, was one of patriotism, 
and he not only declared himself unal- 
terably behind the great president of 
the United States, but earnestly in sym- 
pathy with all the efforts of the govern- 
ment to win the war against the Huns 
and Vandals, 

Will Support President. 


His second plank was that of support 
for Woodrow Wilson, president, in 
every effort that is being made by the 
chief executive to wage a successful 
war against the ememies of humanity 
and democracy, as well as to hold the 
country together and protect the inter- 
ests of the people in America during 
these times of distress to the world. 

He not only paid a glowing tribute to 
President Wilson, but also to the citi- 
zenry of the United States. 

The third plank discussed by the can- 
didate was the separation of church and 
state as a fundamental doctrine of dem- 
ocratic government, and he declared his 
unalterable opposition to the use of 
pubile funds by any sect or religious 
institution. 

I stand for a sober nation,” the 
speaker declared, in discussing the 
fourth plank in his platform, and he 
received enthusiastic approval from the 
crowd as he declared himself favorable 
to the ousting of John Barleycorn, and 
explained his own activities during the 
past toward bringing about a co m- 
mation of the prohibitionists’ desire to 
make America a bone-dry continent. 

In discussing the question of gov- 
ernment ownership, Mr. Upshaw de-

Under the present system parcels of 
food and clothing sent to such pris- 
oners may not reach them for weeks. 
However, according to advices from 
Berne, co-operative arrangements have 
been made with the French relief agen- 
cies to assist in the care of all newly 
arriving American prisoners at the vari.

N Under this arrangement the French 
committee at the German prison camps, 
supply food and clothing from their 
reserve stocks. Any supplies furnished 
by the French to Americans to main- 
tain them until the arrival of their 
parcels, the American Red Cross re- 
stores to the French depots. 

It is stated that in the case of trans- 
ferred prisoners, the Germans often do 
not inform friends and relatives of the 
new address for two or three weeks. 
In the interim, of course, the prisoners 
receive no parcels from the outside.

Biggest Gas Attack 
In Camp’s History 


Steel Helmets, Masks, Ri- 
fle Fire, Hand Grenades, 
Star Shells and Rockets 
Employed in an Infantry 
Charge.

For the civilian who was present on 
the rough ground to the east of the 
big military reservation at Camp Gor- 
don Wednesday night of this week and 
who again visited the spot on which the 
trench system of the non-commissioned 
officers’ training school is located 
Thursday morning, it would be a hard 
matter to account for the fact that the 
ground was not covered with blood and 
the litter of the battlefield and dotted 
with silent human es clothed in 
field gray. 

For on Wednesday night, the mem- 

bers of the non-com school staged the 
‘biggest infantry charge and Cas attack 
that has ever been witnessed at Gor- 
don, and every detail at the command 
of the army was brought into play to 
make the scene the most realistic this 
side of No Man's land. 
Two hundred non-coms from all parts 
of the camp who are attending the 
school, and fifty officers took part in 
the big attack on the trench sector that 
was consigned to the keeping of the 
Hun, and after the victorious charge 
of the Gordon soldiers not one square 
inch of the terrain but what had been 
recovered and allied against its former 
holders. 

The attack took place early in the 
night. Preparations for the great charge 
were carried on quietly, the men .and 
officers and the British instructors don- 
ning their gas masks and their steel 
helmets quietly beneath the cover of 
their trench banks. , 

Then at the very mifiute announce- 
ed by the officers in charge, the Yan- 
kees at the camp loosed a sweeping 
cloud of gas and went “over the top” 
with their most bloodcurdling yells and 
with baYonets fixed and gleaming wick- 
edly in the moonlight. Alarm rockets 
from the enemy trenches hastily an- 
swered the star shells and signal rock- 
ets that suddenly burst over the inter- 
vening space between the two sectors 
and intensified the whiteness of the 
moonlight. : 

The Yankees made excellent progress 
over the broken and hole-pitted ground, 
and the light rifle fire that the surprised 
Huns sent into their ranks was return- 
ed in redoubled volume on the run. Few 
casualties resulted on either side, as the 
officers had been careful to include no 
bullets in the rounds of ammunition 
that had been served the men before the 
attack. 4 

Then came the final dash into the Hun 
trenches after several hundred sulphur 
had grenades had been hurled on the 
cringing enemy and the trench sector 
clouded in a perfect whirl of yellow 
sulphur smoke and dust mixed with the 
gray billows of the constant rifle fire. 

Despairing screams on the part of 
the occupants of the trenches and exul- 
tant yells from the Yankees signified 
that the Huns were either Gn the re- 
treat, captured or lying stark in the 
muddy trenches. : | 

The day was completely won for the 
Gordonites, when a big sulphur grenade 
that had failed to explode on schedule 
time went off with a crash just under 
the feet of the perspiring but happy 
British non-commissioned officer who 
had led the invading forces and almost 
}buried him in a litter of dirt and 
stones, , 

And for once the Britisher saw the 
point. He rose to his feet slowly and 
painfully, took off his sadly displaced 
gas mask, broke into a sudden grin and 
exclaimed: 

Where's that damn Boche?“

Kontz Bennett. 


“The Germans say that they don't 
see what in the world we are fighting 
The English are fighting for the 
the Italians for the Piave, the 
French for their very country, but the 


Americans are fighting mostly for 
souvenirs,” says Lieutenant Ernest 


Kontz Bennett in a letter which was 
recently received by friends in At- 
lanta. 

„Letters are the threads that keep 
us from total isolation and separation 
most eager 
to hear about. If the people home just 
knew how very much letters count— 
well I believe there would be less socks 
perhaps, but more cheerfulness and 
work from the soldiers generally. 


Waiting for Attack. 


“Am at the front now, but a differ- 
ent one from where I last wrote you. 
We are in position and waiting for an- 
other big German attack, which I hope 
will not be long now in coming. The 
waiting proposition is not the best 
thing on one’s nerves, and I had sooner 
it be over. I suppose that it will be 
another of those steam roller attempts, 
but I believe and hope that his steam 
will give out before he gets very far 
this time. Right now things are pret- 
ty quiet except for lively. bombard- 
ments every night, but I think the 
storm must break soon. 

“Wie are in a very historic part of 
France—the place where I believe At- 
tilla is supposed to have tramped all 
over the grass and caused the death 
of same. I can easily believe it from 
simply looking out of my trench. The 
country is quite bare and no signs of 
habitation for many miles. The whole 
district has been ordered evacuated, I 
suppose. ‘ 

“Far behind the lines you will find 
very pretty and prosperous looking 
towns quite deserted—not even a cat 
or.a dog being left to face the Ger- 
mans should they get them. Makes 
one realize war is very real. 

“Our gun crews sleep right in the 
gun pits quite ready to hop in place 
when the call comes. Our food is 
brought out to us in a small mess cart 
and we just sit right down in our lit- 
tle old trench and eat away.” 

Chimes of Normandy. 


In an interesting letter received from 
Lieutenant J. L. Morrison, of the 325th 
infantry, he describes the Chimes of 
Normandy. 

“Jove, the chimes again. If you 
have ever heard the Chimes of ‘Nor- 
mandy ring out on the stillest of even- 
ings to blend with the sunset, you per- 
haps know the queer gripping it brings 
to your heart. Our little chapel bell 
will chime for a minute longer and 
every time it does, I am likely to write 
you anything—not sentiment nor 
poetry, but of a fleeting intense lone- 
liness—the feeling that one has when 
you stray in day dreams -back to fa- 
miliar places and you wonder if they 
are ever to be familiar again. 

“Then the dream almost fades and in 
its place comes the realization of life 
—the realization that after all we are 
most assuredly the tiniest of tiny 
atoms—a million lives—a billion lives 
gone and the world turns on with never 
a tremor. Then lastly as the chimes 
end, with perhaps one little note still 
about—a prayer, girl, is instinctively 
on your lips—of thanks for a million 
unappreciated gifts and with that end- 
ed comes quite a feeling of satisfac- 
tion and peace of mind. 

‘The situation as regards Fritz is 
serious, but not a bit alarming. This 
summer, I am sure, he will break his 
back for good and all. And if he does 
not, I suppose we will have to do it for 
him. A nasty job, to say the least, but 
one that can and will be done.”

DIOMED SENT DOWN 
OFF ATLANTIC COAST. 

New York, August 23.—Shelled and 
torpedoed by a big German submarine 
just at sunrise Wednesday, the British 
freighter Diomed was sunk, with the 
loss of two of her crew and wounding 
of many others, 125 miles east of New 
York: Of the 104 survivors, including a 
number of Chinese seamen, rescued and 
brought here by another steamship, 
many had been cut by shrapnel and 
scalded by steam when a torpedo 
crashed through the boiler room. 
Though attacked without warning, the 
Diomed’s gun crew answered the Ger- 
man fire, but without effect. After 
their twelfth shot at the U-boat, one of 
the submersible’s shells disabled the 
freighter’s steering gear. The raider’s 
commander then supplanted gunfire 
with a torpedo. As the projectile tore 
amidships through the Diomed a sea- 
man was killed. Others were caught 
in a flood of steam as the boilers burst 
and one died aboard a lifeboat. The 
submarine, according to the British 
commander, was a large craft of the 
newest type, with deck guns fore and 
aft. It cruised among the small boats, 
the captain said, and offered medical 
assistance to his wounded, but he de- 
clined, fearing a ruse to make some of 
his men prisoners. 

The Diomed, a 4,500-ton steel vessel, 
was bound in ballast from Liverpool to 
New York, in service of the British ad- 
miralty. 

SUBMARINE STOPS 
SWEDISH STEAMER. 

An Atlantic Port, August 23.—A 
Swedish freight steamship which ar-. 
rived here today was stopped by a Ger- 
man submarine yesterday seventy 
miles off this port and held for an hour 
while the U-boat commander examined 
her papers. The vessel was allowed to 
proceed, the German officer told the 
freighter’s captain, because he was en- 
gaged in caPrying foodstuffs for his own 
country. The captain was warned, how- 
ever, that he was likely to be sunk at 


any time should he continue in the 
American trade, 

“You would not ink us without 
warning, would you,” one of the pf- 
ficers of the Swedish ship asked the 
U-boat commander. 

Don't be too sure about that-—best 
not take any chances,” was the raply.

Any 
such persons found free of these dis- 
eases will be returned to federal au- 
thorities for immediate trial. 

However, all arrested prostitutes 
with any form of disease wilt be given 
a hearing before Judge Johnson, in the 
recorder’s court, and committed to the 
stockade, where the government mein- 


tains a clinic for treating diseaseg of 
this nature. Although the maximum 
time for which Judge Johnson can com- 
mit a prisoner on a vice charge ig 30 
days, once the prisoner has been placed 
in the stockade, the health authorities 
will have authority to detain the pris- 
oner until pronounced cured of any so- 
cial disease. 

Under commitments made by Judge 
Johnson, the federal warrant will re- 
main pending, and after the prigoner 
has been pronounced cured the federal 
authorities may prosecute if they deem 
advisable.

System. 


Washington, August 23.—Increase in 


the wages of coal mfners as a substi- 


tute for the payments of bonuses for 


the stopping of which drastic. steps 
are to be taken, will not be approved 
by Fuel Administrator Garfield. Presi- 
dent Frank J. Hayes and other offi- 
clals of the United Mine Workers of 
America, received this answer from the 
fuel administrator today in response 
to their request for ea flat increase in 
wages in lieu of the payment of bo- 
nuses. 

Bonuses were characterized by Mr. 
Garfield as “an evil.” The announce- 
ment said the first action toward forc- 
ing the abandonment of the practice 
would be a reduction of 20 cents a ton 


in the Cambridge and Hocking fields 


of Ohio, and a reduction of 5 cents a 
ton in all other Ohio fields excepting 
the Eighth district. From these fields, 


it was said, were received most of the 


complaints as to the payment of bo- 
nuses. 

Dr. Garfield recalled to Mr. Hayes 
and the other miners’ officials that 
they had ratified the so-called Wash- 
ington wage increase granted them last 
October was to remain in force for the 


duration of the war “not to exceed two 


years from April 1. 1918.” 

The miners’ representatives did not 
present any definite demands for an 
increase, but stated the miners were 
demanding a substitute for the bo- 
nuses many of them had been receiv- 
ing, and that they wanted a flat wage 
larger than the present scale. It 
was also represented that the miners 
are not receiving a living wage, and 
that under the burden of the high cost 
of living most mine workers were 
suffering hardship. 

“If it were only a case of abolish- 
ing the practice of paying bonuses,” 
one of the officials said, in his plea, 
“we would not be here. 

“The miners can not live and sup- 
port their families on the wages they 
get.” 

“Bonuses are an evil and must be 
stopped,” Dr. Garfield said in reply. 
“I am already acting upon that ques- 
tion. Concerning wages, the govern- 
ment is at present investigating the 
cost of Nving and wage conditions 
throughout the country. This will 
‘include, of course, conditions in the 
mining fields. I shall do all in my 


power to see that the commission in- 


vestigating that subject is put in full

GEORGIAN INVENTS 
DEVICE TO NULLIFY 
EFFECT OF TORPEDO 


C. St Henslee, a Georgia man, 
now residing in Chattanooga, Tenn., is 
the inventor of a device for preventing 
ships that have been torpedoed from 
sinking, by applying a large steel disc 
to the hole made by the torpedo, which 
is held in place by suction of the wa- 
ter flowing into the ship. This inven- 
tion was patented March 26, and is now 
receiving the attention of governmeht 
experts and has been demonstrated be- 
fore 10 United States congressmen and 
they said it would work.

TAXI MEN PLEAD GUILTY. 


Have Been Using Too Much 
Parking Space. 


At the Friday afternoon's session of 
Recorder Johmpon’s court, which was 


devoted largely 
against various Atlanta taxicab own- 
ers, it developed that a number of taxi- 
cab men are apparently operating with 
offices under their own hats, and park- 
ing their cars wherever they chance to 
find a vacant spot. 

The law in this connection plainly 
states that any person conducting a 
taxicab business and accepting money 
for such transportation must have a 
definite place of business on a ground 
floor, and all of his cars must be parked 
directly in front of that place. 

If his establishment has a 20-foot 
front, the operator can utilize but 20 
feet of parking space. Practically all 
of the operators plead guilty and were 
given light fines and definite instruc- 
tions as to how they must conduct their 
business affairs in the future. 

An tuteresting point in this connec- 
tion was brought out in the eae, 
against the Whitley Taxi service,“ 
North Broad street. The Whitley serv- 
ice subrents from a shoe-shining and 
hat-cleaning establishment, which also 
uses the same location.
